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Omoto slate, rivals, still at odds 


After a bitter fight for office, 
Marty Omoto, ex-Chief Justice, 
has won the ASMPC presidency 
over chief contender Todd Bliss 
in the largest voter turnout in 

Along with the presidency, five 
Council members and the vice- 
president were elected from the 
Omoto ticket. Bliss and Kath- 
leen Fernandez, past ASMPC 
president, were the only politi- 
cal contenders elected from out- 
side the Omoto ticket. 

Partly as a result of the great 
competition between the Omoto 
and Bliss slates, a run-off elec- 
tion with the largest voter turn- 
out in at least fifteen years was 
held, 

The final results were as fol- 
lows: Marty Omoto, President; 
Jerry Markle, Vice-President; 
Barbara Morris, Mark Pappas, 
John Ichiuji, Florine Collins, 
Glen Morris, Todd Bliss and 
Kathleen Fernandez, all Council. 
Omoto received 302 votes in the 
run-off, versus Bliss’ 268, or a 
difference of about eight percen- 
tage points. Markle beat out 
Fernandez by a much narrower 
margin, 288-273 in the run-off 
and 322-315 in the primary elec- 
tions. 

A great deal of controversy 
surrounded the elections them- 
selves and what has happened 
since. At first, there were ac- 
cusations that one candidate was 
tearing down other candidate’s 
posters. 

Since then, the greatest concern 
has been over Omoto’s interpre- 
tations of the ASMPC constitu- 
tion. Much to the objection of 
Associate Justice Michell Ste- 
vens, Omoto has appointed an 
associate and a Chief Justice. 
Supposedly Justices were elec- 
ted last May. Unfortunately, 
Bliss resigned as Justice to 
serve on Council; a replacement 
was to be sought this semester. 
Then Chief Justice Omoto quit 
as of his first meeting as the 
new president. : = 
That left Stevens holding the 
bag, a bag without any power to 
it. Two Justices were needed 
for any rulings. Anda ruling 
was needed as to how the Jus- 
tice Department members 
should be replaced. Theconsti-

tution makes no provision for 
Justices who do not com- 
plete their term. The only way 
Justices can gain office, accor- 
ding to the constitution, and this 
is the ground Stevens stands on, 
is that there be a general elec- 
tion. 

Stevens further argues that 
Omoto cannotuse partof the con- 
stitution and ignore the rest. 
She pointed out thatOmoto called 
an ‘‘executive session’’ for the 
October 11 meeting, a power 
definitely notgiveninthe ASMPC 
constitution. Bliss charged at 
the ‘‘official public meeting,”’ 
as Omoto called it in the El 
Diario, that the proceedings 
were illegal as specified under 
the State of California’s Brown 
Act. 

According to Council member 
Glen Morris, this is not true. 
He told the El Yanqui that Ed 
Norris, ASMPC student activi- 
ties director, had checked with 
a lawyer employed by the col- 
lege district and found that the 
Brown Act did not apply to 
ASMPC, 

As to the Justice Department 
appointments, Omoto argues that 
the constitution neither allows 
not prohibits his appointing of 
Justices. In fact, he is direc- 
ted in the case of Council va- 
cancy to appoint a successor with 
majority approval of Council. 
Earlier, there had been argu- 
ment flung about concerning 
‘advance notice” of a Council 
meeting held Monday, Octover 
8. Bliss charged that a two 
or three hour notice was not 
clearly advance; Omoto replied 
that there was no definition in the 
constitution of advance publicity 
for council meetings, so that the 


‘meeting was perfectly legiti- 


mate. But following along sim- 
ilar lines as Omoto did concern- 
ing appointments, it could be 
pointed out that for the Justice 
Department to meet, the ‘Chief 
Justice must have...notice in- 
serted...in the daily bulletin two 
days prior....” 

Even prior to this debacle, the 
day of the run-off elections, the 
Omoto slate distributed an un- 
signed ‘‘fact sheet,” reportedly 
written by Council woman F lor- 


ine Collins, accusing Fernandez 
of various misdeeds including 
malicious vetowing of several 
ASMPC budget tiems during the 
past semester. 


Fernandez replies that the 
charges were exploded beyond 
all proportion of turth. She 
claims that she vetoes the bud- 
get items becaused the ASMPC 
Student body fee had been re- 
duced from $15 to $10, and no 
one could be sure of the re- 
venues to come. 

Several governement members 
have privately expressed the de- 
sire to get on with the business 
at hand and forget about all 
these problems; they feel needed 
things may be held up or missed 
completely. 

If regular business cannot be 
accompished, there maybeare- 
peat of seven years ago. At 


that time, a deadlock developed 
in the then Senate government 
which ended in a special elec- 
tion forming the Parliamentary 


system, in use until last semes- 


ter. This doesn’t seem likely 
though. 

Whatever happens in these next 
few weeks, government mem- 
bers can bet there is plenty of 
sideline interest. Norris, ina 
letter to all candidates, said that, 
‘¢A Student Council which says 
it can at least speak of 887 
students would seem to carry 
more weight thanone that speaks 
for only 120, as in many pre- 


vious elections.’’

Funding change does 
not hamper EY policy 


Good journalism is the primary aim of El Yanqui. Transfer 
of production costs to the district’s budget will not affect that 
mission nor will it cause changes in its production policy. 

Costs of publication of the paper, until recently, have one-third 
of the funds coming from ASMPC funds and two-thirds coming 
from the district. In July it was decided that the district would 
assume full costs of publication. a 
A policy statement for El Yanqui Says, ‘‘To assure such pub- 
lication in an atmosphere free of political interference or pres- 
sure from any source, the College believes that production costs 
of the paper should be met in the same manner as costs of any 
other campus laboratory course.”’ 


For the first time the written statement of El Yanqui policy 
will be submitted to the governing board for approval. This 
will make El Yanqui the official college paper regardless of 


other publications which appear on campus from time to time. 

Fl Yanqui; first and foremost, provides a laboratory for the 
teaching of journalism and skills relating to that field. It also 
provides the students, administration, faculty and indirectly the 
surrounding community with a continuing organ of news, inter- 
interpretation and opinion. 

The college paper adheres to ‘Canons of Junior College Jour- 
nalism’’ and they are considered part of the policy of the paper. 
The ‘‘Canons’’ define the rights of students, the rights of the 
publishers and expressly outlines the duties of the student ad- 
visor to the paper. 

The MPC students deserve the best possible paper that itis 
possible to publish. They have the right to the best objective 
reporting that can be written by the staff, and the paper has 
the , obligation to criticize, question and evaluate on behalf of 
the ‘student body. El Yanqui has tried to bring the best paper 
possible to the students and will continue to do so with a heal- 
thy respect for truth and accuracy foremost in publica- 
tion. The transfer of production costs does not place El Yan- 
qui in danger of censorship by the administration. ‘‘The pa- 
per stands in greater danger of being censored by the student 
government that it does by administration,’’ said Rod Holmgren, 
student advisor to the paper. 

The various. editors of the college paper, however, reserve the 
right to edit any material they feel is not in good taste or not 
designed to benefit the student body. The author of material will 
always be consulted on any changes in his copy. 


El Yanqui is aware that the free press also entails.a heavy 


burden of responsibility and will not take advantage of its pos- 
ition by reporting unfounded charges or unfair reports. 

We will continue to report campus news for the student body 
as objectively and as accfrately as we possibly can and will

Play it Again, Sam 


Chris Thomas as Felix and 
‘Margaret Ursettie as Linda, not 
to mention Sid Cato as Bogart, 
all did worthy jobs in Woody 
Allen’s ‘Play it Again, Sam.’ 
Ursettie expressed her role 
well, both in voice and body, as 
did Cato with Bogart’s peculiar 
accent and walk. All of the 
characters had good voice and 
range, something to be com- 
mended that evening when so 
many spoke lowly and without 
any distinction or clarity. 


Immediately impressive in 
‘Diary of Anne Frank’ was Anne 
herself, portrayed by Trish 
Thomas. Thomas dida great job 
with an engaging part and made 
the emotions of the scene all the 
more believable. 


Susan Claypool as Mrs. Frank 
was also immediately effecting; 
Mrs. Frank’s strong character 
came across easily through the 
acting of Claypool. Jane Evans 
did what seems to be an adequate 
job as Mrs. VanDaan, but she, 
like Mr. Frank (Dennis Deutsch) 
and Mr. VanDaan(Tom Atkinson) 
left the audience with no parti- 
cularly memorable moments. 

Miep, played by Mamie Leving - 
ston, had just the opposite effect, 
practically not a word she said 
was really understandable;

Finally, Richard Andante as 
Peter, did only a fair job, talking 
to the stage floor most of the 
time, not really seeming to keep 
in the spirit of his part.
